June, 1987 


The preceding year opened on a sad note, with the death of longtime member Nick Tutelo. He will be 
long remembered and greatly missed. 


The year has been a productive one for me, as Secretary. The highlight of my year was the publication 
last month of our updated Constitution, Bylaws, and Roster of Members booklet. It had been nine years 
since the previous issue, and much has happened in that time. The club history was brought up to date, 
and several new members were added to the roster. Thanks to all who helped. 


This year we also streamlined the production of our monthly newsletter. They are now typeset and 
printed using word-processing equipment, courtesy Carnegie Group Inc. The mailing list is also 
computerized for easy updating. Computer-printed mailing labels ease the task of addressing the nearly 
forty envelopes monthly. 


The Society is recieving much more publicity now. Copies of the newsletter are sent each month to 
Coin World and Numismatic News, leading to printed articles and summaries in the numismatic press.

Treasure Hunt 


Adventurers Still Try 
To Get to the Bottom 
Of Fabled Money Pit 
But Mishaps and Booby Traps 


Keep NovaScotia Mystery 
~ Unsolved After 197 Years

OAK ISLAND, Nova Scotia — Daniel 
Blankenship, wiping mud from his face, 
emerges from the bowels of the earth. It is 
2:30 in the afternoon, and for the past six 
hours he has been working 150 feet down in 
an eight-foot-diameter shaft known as 
Borehole 10-X. 

He is tired, wet and hungry. Still, he 
smiles cheerfully. ‘‘We’re almost_there,”’ 
he shouts to a reporter over the din of 
an air compressor, pulp and power gener- 

ator. 

The ‘‘there” he is speaking of isa sub- 
terranean chamber, pean one ite many 
dug several hundred 

_ years ago, perhaps 
to hide a treasure of . 
immense . value on 
this uninhabited 140- 
acre island in Ma- 
hone Bay, about 40 
miles southwest of 
Halifax. And the 
rugged 64-year-old 
Mr. Blankenship has 
been doggedly pur- 
Suing that treasure 
for -the..past. 2 
years. 

“There’’ is also 
where, 11 years ago, he came within about 
five seconds of being entombed when the 
steel casing around the hole started to 
buckle 50 feet above his head. (With debris 
raining down on him, he was winched out 
of the collapsing shaft moments before it 
closed beneath his feet.) 

That was but one of several brushes 
with death the former Miami contractor 
has had while serving his ‘‘obsession to 
be part of the team that brings this crazy 
search to its conclusion.” 

The team is Triton Alliance Ltd., a 
Montreal-based consortium of 48 partners, 
most of them wealthy Canadian and U.S. 
businessmen, formed in 1969 to participate 
in the world’s longest-running and most ex- 
pensive treasure hunt. Mr. Blankenship, 
whose personal quest began in 1965, joined 
the Triton group as a director and field 
manager after he had poured $97,000 
(U.S.) of his own money into the project.

Neither he nor Triton, which has in- 
vested about $3 million in the search, has 
yet to come up with a dime’s worth of trea- 
sure. Nevertheless, both are far from call- 
ing it quits. 

Triton is now prepared to spend up to 
$10 million to sink an enormous steel and 
concrete-encased shaft 180 feet southwest 
of Borehole 10-X. The hole, 60 to 70 feet in 
diameter and 200 feet deep, will, according 


to Triton’s president, David Tobias, ‘‘in all 


probability” be the ‘‘deepest and most ex-. 


pensive archaeological dig ever made in 
North America.’’ And if that project, 
scheduled to begin next March, doesn’t 
solve Oak Island’s 197-year-old mystery, 
says Mr. Tobias, ‘‘then nothing will.” 


William Sobey, a Triton director and. 
honorary chairman of Sobeys Stores Ltd.,

one of Canada’s largest supermarket 
chains, has been waiting half a century for 
the solution. ‘‘I remember as a bug-eyed 
kid 50 years ago hearing stories about Oak 
Island,”’ he says. ‘‘Finally, it looks like we 
might soon find the answer.’ 

Another Triton director and major in- 
vestor is Charles Brown III, a wealthy Bos- 
ton real-estate investor who first learned of 
Oak Island in a front-page article in this 
newspaper in July 1970. ‘‘I packed my wife

Continued From First Page 
mainland to explore the wooded island. 
Near the island’s eastern end, they stum- 


bled across an ancient clearing of rotted 
moss-covered stumps, at the center of 


which stood a single large oak tree with a 
sawed-off limb. Directly below the limb, 
the earth had sunk.into a shallow saucer- 
like depression. 


The boys spent the summer excavating © 


beneath the limb, finding themselves in a 


filled-in shaft, 13 feet in diameter, with- 


tightly fitted log platforms placed across it 


at 10-foot intervals. With the assistance of . 


others, they eventually dug_the hole to 90 


. feet, where, atop yet another log platform, 


the workers found a large slab of rock 
bearing a hieroglyphic inscription no one 
could decipher. Then, after the 90-foot plat- 
form was removed, something very 
strange happened. Sea water began to per- 
colate slowly through the bottom of the 
pit. It soon rose to within 30 feet of the 
surface, and attempts to bail it were una- 
vailing. 

Later search groups, convinced that a 
treasure vault lay just below the 90-foot 
level, tried to. cir- 
cumvent the water 
problem by sinking 
Shafts 100 feet and 


the Money Pit, and 
ward their goal.

face, which is sea level. 

In 1850, it was discovered that the flood- 
ing was no mere geological event. Beneath 
the beach at Smith’s Cove, 500 feet east of 
the Money Pit, workers uncovered rock- 
walled tunnels leading from beyond the 
low-tide mark to the island’s interior. The 
cove's drainage system had been carefully 
covered with layers of rock, eelgrass and 
a bed of some mysterious brown fiber, all 
of which prevented the drains from clog- 
ging up with silt. The fiber was eventu- 
ally analyzed by the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion and found to be coir, or coconut fi- 
ber—this on an island 1,500 miles north of 
the nearest coconut tree. (Coir is still be- 
ing found under various parts of the island 
by the Triton group.) 


Still More Flood Traps? 


The flooding system was apparently de- 
signed by the creators of the Money Pit as 
a booby trap to prevent anyone from dig- 
ging more than 90 feet. When the tight log 
platforms, which acted as a hydraulic seal, 
were removed, the trap was sprung. A sec- 
ond similar system was later discovered 


leading out to sea on the island’s south }| 
side. And Mr. Blankenship is convinced | 


that other flood traps are yet to be 
found. 

Through the latter half of the 1800s and 
well into this century, more than a dozen 
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successive treasure syndicates tried to f 
stem the flow of sea water and dig deeper 
into the area of the Money Pit. But group 
after group left the island frustrated, broke 
and beaten by the ingenious designer of 
“the underground workings. 

Those failed treasure hunters left the 
eastern end of the island-a rabbit warren 
of abandoned tunnels, drill holes and 


shafts. The island has also claimed the’ 


lives of six searchers and has lured mil- 


lions of dollars in fruitless investment. But | 


their drill probes show evidence of metal, 
-wood and cement deep in the Money Pit. 

It wasn’t until 1967 that anyone realized 
just how deep and extensive the original 
workings are. That was when Triton’s Mr. 
Tobias, then operating on his own, hired 
professional drillers: That effort and more 
recent ones have located a labyrinth of 
flooded tunnels and chambers, some with 
wood-cribbed roofs, below the 160-foot bed- 
rock level. Some of the cavities are more 
than 200 feet deep. 


Dating Artifacts 


Core samples from those depths have 
yielded pieces of wood, charcoal, cement, 
iron, brass, china and hand-worked clay. 
Triton has had these findings examined by 
independent laboratories: in Canada and 
the U.S. Carbon-14 analysis of the wood 
dated it to the year 1575, plus or minus 85 
years. The cement was found to be a prim- 
itive type common to the 16th and 17th cen- 
turies, and the metal was reported to have 
been smelted before 1800. Other Triton dis- 
coveries include an ancient set square and 
a pair of wrought-iron scissors. The Smith- 
sonian Institution declared the scissors to 
be Spanish-American in origin and perhaps 
300 years old. 

It is because of these clues that Mr. To- 
bias, a 62-year-old self-made Montreal mil- 
lionaire, has invested more than $500,000 in 
Oak Island during the past two decades. ‘‘I 
was never really interested in anything 
found above the 160-foot level,’’ he says, 
“since that could be stuff from previous 
searchers’ work.”’ But Triton’s drilling, he 
adds, has proved ‘‘beyond a doubt that 
there’s an intricate maze of original man- 
made underground workings.” 

Borehole 10-X began as one of those ex- 
perimental drill probes. In 1971, the water- 
filled hole was enlarged to 27 inches in di- 
ameter, with the drill churning out bits of 
metal chain and wood from different 
levels. Several large cavities were encoun- 
tered, including one 230 feet down. An un-

pirates (“‘impossible, given the depth and 
complexity,’’ says Mr. Blankenship) to the 
Crown Jewels of France, long-lost Inca 
gold, Spanish wealth plundered from the 
New World, and even the original manu- 
scripts of William Shakespeare as written 
by Francis Bacon. — 


Circumstantial Evidence S 


Mr. Tobias, who for, many years be- 
lieved Oak Island was the site of a pirate 
communal bank, now has ‘‘a_ strong 
hunch” that the workings were designed 
and used by the British admiral and bucca- 
neer Francis Drake as a temporary reposi- 
tory for the loot his ships seized in their 
frequent attacks on treasure-laden Spanish 
galleons during the 1570s-and '80s. He notes 
that although no one has found documents 
to support any of the hypotheses, his own 
theory does comport well with Triton’s car- 


bon-dating results and other findings, as _ 
well as with the fact that the Spanish fleets 


routinely passed 300 to 400 miles south of 
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Mahone Bay on their homeward voyage - 


via the Gulf Stream. 
Mr. Blankenship, on the other hand, 
thinks the Spanish themselves might have 


engineered the project. ‘‘Why they did it, 1 | 
don't know. But it fits the time frame, and , 
the Spanish certainly had the wealth, man- | 


power and technology to do it.”

ents during his 67 years, many of 


for everyday man — George Wes- 
tinghouse. 

Among Westinghouse’s contribu- 
tions were the air brake, the steam 
turbine, alternating current, natural 
gas transmission and the electric 
locomotive. 

In November, the Pittsburgh- 
based inventor will be commemorat- 
ed with the opening of the George 
Westinghouse Museum, which its 
founders say may help bring him the 
recognition he deserves, but always 
avoided. 

The museum will be located on 
the second floor of the former head- 
quarters of Westinghouse Air Brake 
Co. in Wilmerding, more commonly 
known as The Castle. 

With its worn marble floors, oak- 
paneled walls, hand-carved lime- 
stone fireplaces and ornate 
plaster-relief ceilings, it’s not hard 
to imagine how it must have been 
when Westinghouse occupied his 
third-floor oval office overlooking 
his sprawling air brake factory. 

“The guy was such a remarkable 
entrepreneur and inventor, his story 
just has to be told,” says Renny 
C irector of corporate commu- 
ni S services for Westinghouse 
Electric Corp. and chairman of the 
Westinghouse Museum Foundation. 

“We feel he doesn’t get the recog- 
nition he deserves,” he said.

Charles A. Ruch, a retired Wes-

ing’s annual George Westinghouse 
Day, it already has a large collec- 
tion of Westinghouse’s personal ef- 
fects, memorabilia, models, 
drawings and papers. 

The Smithsonian Institution has 
agreed to lend a bust of Westing- 
house and several patent models to 
the museum. Clark is hoping others 


will donate or lend items for display | 


after they hear about the museum. 


“We're looking for people who - 


- may have something down in the 


basement that came out of a plant, 
or maybe a picture from a company 
picnic. We’re interested in anything 
that will help tell the Westinghouse 
story,” Clark said. 

For example, after hearing about 
_ the museum plans, a Westinghouse 
engineer sent the museum a full- 
scale model of the nuclear reactor 
that powered the USS Nautilus, the 
U.S. Navy’s first nuclear-powered 
submarine, Clark said. 

“I understand the thing was sit- 
ting in a basement over at Research 
and Development and was going to 
be thrown out, so we were lucky to 
get it,” he said. 

The museum, located just off the 
main lobby, has been divided into 
three sections. 

The first section contains personal 
items from the family’s home, called 
“Solitude,” that once stood in 
Homewood. 

Included in the display are pieces 
of the family’s china and crystal 
glass dinnerware, a tea service given 
to Westinghouse in the early 1900s 
by the Russian government, and a 
pistol that Westinghouse strapped to 
his side during the Civil War. 

On display in the second section 
are some of Westinghouse’s early in- 
ventions, including telephone switch- 
ing equipment, working models of an 
early air brake that were submitted 
to the U.S. Patent Office, and some 
documents on his early patents. 

The third section will look famil- 
iar to anyone who visited Westing- 
house’s headquarters Downtown 
when the company celebrated its 


centennial. Portions of the display 
that were shown on the headquar- 
ter’s main floor have been moved to 
The Castle.. 

It contains several products and 
developments from Wabco and Wes- 


_tinghouse Electric Corp., and other - 


companies founded by 
Westinghouse. :

Castle’s March 6 entry on the Na- 
tional Register of Historic Places 
and provides visitors with a histori- 
cal background on the man, his 
building and the town that sprang up 
around it before the turn of the 
century. ©

when you are escorted into his 
former office overlooking Wilmer- 
ding’s Towne Square. 

Elsewhere, a visitor can see sev- 


eral of the conference rooms, all of. 


them guarded by stout oak doors and 
brass fixtures. Tables, desks and 
hand-carved inner doors are all con- 
structed of oak, a favorite of Wes- 
tinghouse, and were crafted by 
Westinghouse carpenters.

We asked the 
appraiser to estimate the value of 
the hand-carved doors and he 
wouldn’t even try to guess their 
value. They just can’t be replaced,”

Many of the conference and dining 
rooms have massive fireplaces tall 
enough for a man to stand in and 
peer up the chimney without 
bending. 

The most striking aspect of the 
structure is the six-story clock tower 
— a Steel-lined vault that once 
housed the company’s financial 
records. 

At the very top is the clock that 
has faithfully kept time for Wil- 
merding’s residents for 90 years. 
One of the four frosted glass clock

Your secretary missed the picnic, but had the good fortune to visit San Francisco that weekend. A tour of the Old Mint was 
most enjoyable. The tour and videotape brought to life the horrors of the Great Earthquake in 1906. "Sixty-five seconds of 
Judgement Day" crumbled streets and buildings throughout the city. All major water lines were broken. Within fifteen 
minutes, ominous clouds of smoke rose above the city. Without water, firefighters were powerless. The fires grew and grew, 
consuming block after block of homes and businesses. Desparate workers dynamited blocks of standing buildings to create a 
firebreak against the raging inferno. 


In spite of the great danger, some dozen Mint employees managed to report to the barely-damaged granite fortress. As the 
fire grew close, they tore curtains away from the windows and bolted iron shutters against the blistering heat. Flames licked 
the walls as the men bravely fought each spark with water from the Mint’s own wells. At last, it was over. The Granite Lady 
stood. Her main vault doors were so hot, they couldn’t be touched for days. The once-grand city lay in ruins around her, 
streets full of smoldering rubble. 


All the city’s bank buildings, and all their records, had been lost. Quickly, officials invited banks to set up makeshift 
operations at the Mint. Operating on memory and good faith alone, they paid out coin to their surviving depositors. The city 
rebuilt itself, even grander than before. Over eighty years later, barely a trace of the event remains, but the bravery of those 
faceless Mint employees will never be forgotten.

Not since the 
D.A.R. rallied to save the Blockhouse at the Point have so many 
interested parties joined in support of our heritage. 
As a result, PennDOT and the Federal Highways Adminis- 
tration provided close to $250,000 for the archaeology , detailed 
structural recordation, dismantling and numbering of wood, stone - 
and metal artifacts as well as for the transportation of these arti- 
facts to holding facilities. Arrangements were made to house 
most of the wood and to begin conservation work on the wood at 
the University of Pittsburgh's facilities at Harmarville. The 
tagged stones are being stored on city-owned property, under a 
lease agreement, at a location not far from their original location. 
To assure that the project attains the final goals of recon- 
action and interpretation, the CPAH Steering Committee 
passed a resolution to establish The Pittsburgh Canal Fund. Ful- 
ly-deductible donations to the fund may be sent directly to the fol- 
lowing address:

em Pennsylvania. 

The salvage of the lift and weigh locks has been nominated

James O. Sloss 
ANA 7718 

The numismatic world was saddened to 
learn of the passing on July 18, 1987, of 
Dr. James O. Sloss, age 73. Born on August 
26, 1913, in Beaver, Pennsylvania, he was 
a lifelong resident of the community. 

Although Jim, as he liked to be called 
was a respected physician with 32 vears 
of practice (having retired in 1978), an 
elder of the First Presbyterian Church. a 
Captain in the Army Medical Corps dur- 
ing World War II, and a graduate (1941) of 
Jefferson Medical College, readers will 
remember him best as one of the great old- 
time numismatists. If one were to com- 
pose an essay on how to be an ideal col- 
lector, one would have to look no further 
than Jim Sloss’ biography. 

Specialists in the large-cent field will 
forever remember Jim’s name for his cabi- 
net of large cents, auctioned by Abe Kosoff 
on October 21, 1959, containing some of 
the finest rarities ever to cross the block. 
including the finest known 1799 cent, the 
rarest of all large-cent dates.

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Jum Sloss was a connoisseur and specialist 
in this series, and over a long period of 
years he acquired Many prime rarities. 
Gold coins furnished stil] another in- 
terest. As collectors are apt to do, Jim 
would form a specialty, hold it for a num- 
ber of years, sel] it, and then eagerly pur- 
sue another numismatic direction, having 
a good time all the while. 

Jim gave much to numismatics and was 
a familiar face at conventions and semi- 
nars, and various local and regional gath- 
crings. He was a member of the Western 
Pennsylvania Numismatic Society since 
1941, and for many years was a Research 
Associate in the Division of Numismatics 
at the Carnegie Institute in Pittsburgh. 
While numismatics gave much to Jim, it 
is undoubtedly correct to say that he gave 
as much in return. He always had time to 
discuss history, die varieties and other 
aspects of a given specialty or interest. 

It is not often that a numismatist writes 
his own obituary, and in a sense that is 
not what Jim Sloss has done, but it is ap- 
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in need of a free appraisal 
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propriate to reprint herewith some previ- 
ously unpublished commentaries that he 
used in connection with talks given before 
various groups, the most recent being the 
Beaver Men’s Club in January 1987. The 
following words are Jim’s: 

“T really don’t remember how I became 
interested in coin collecting, but when I 
was 10 or 12 years old I went to the little 
corner grocery store, and Dave McCul- 
lough would let me sit up on a high stool 
and go through the ‘pennies’ in his cash 
register, and I would buy all of the Indian 
cents from him. This was my start. 

“Later in high school, [when I was] a 
Boy Scout, an elderly man suggested that 
I go with him to look for arrowheads. He 
told me about his coin collection, and 
later invited me to join the Beaver Falls 
Coin Club. They were all for having some 
younger blood in the club, until they 
discovered they would have to change the 
bylaws, as I wasn’t 21 years old! However, 
they did make the exception. 

“Then came a quiet period in my col- 
lecting life. Here I want to say that near- 
ly all collectors go through a period of not 
being interested. But, most young collec- 
tors eventually come back to it. By this 
time I was in medical school, and I used 
to drop into a dingy, cobweb-filled shop 
across from Jefferson Hospital in Philadel- 
phia, called the A.E.F. Coin and Curio 
Shop, named after the American Expedi- 
tionary Force of World War I, run by a 
fellow named Jimmie Ianarella. 

“Since I hadn’t had much luck in sell- 
ing any of my old stamp collection, which 
I had formed even before I got into coins, 
he suggested that I would have better luck 
if I brought some of my coins to show 
him. So, I determined to do this. However, 
instead of getting rid of some of the coins, 
it turned out that I became more inter- 
ested in adding to my collection. 

“I learned of an old shop on 16th Street 
in Philadelphia, run by an elderly lady by 
the name of Ella B. Wright. She was sell- 
ing out the coin collection of the famous 
dealer, Henry H. Chapman. She took a lik- 
ing to the young medical student who 
didn’t have any money and would let me 
take about $200 worth on a credit basis. 
At that time I could get good large cents

“T advertised in the well-known Numis- 
matic Scrapbook Magazine and supplied 
many dealers around the country. After 
paying her for the coins, I would keep the 
best for my collection, and then repeat the 
procedure. Among other things I obtained 
from her were so-called ‘white cents,’ 
copper-nickel cents, in uncirculated grade 
by the hundreds. These were from the 
days of the Civil War, and this was prob- 
ably the last hoard of these in existence. 

“IT lived on Spruce Street in Philadel- 
phia, and two streets behind was Pine 
Street, which housed many antique shops. 
On Saturdays I would go up and down 
the street looking for old coins. My best 
tind was a cigar box with 100 Indian 
cents in it, mostly uncirculated, for $10 
for the lot. Going through the box I found 
that the ninety-ninth coin was a trial 
piece which I wanted to buy at an auction 
the week before, but it went for $8.75, an 
amount which | didn’t feel I could afford. 
This was the start of my collecting pat- 
tern and trial coins. 

“I liked large cents very much, but Miss 
Wright told me they weren’t a good in- 
vestment, as prices stayed the same. I 
might mention that when I sold my large 
cents in 1959, the proceeds enabled me to 
make the down-payment on a new office 
that I was building. 

“T found that making the most of my 
good fortune and being a contrariant did 
the most. My collection was built on my 
vest-pocket dealing activities, plus being 
in the right place at the right time. 

‘‘When I was in England during the war 
I met a man in uniform, without rank. He 
was sent by Eastman Kodak to go into 
Germany after Patton, and look for Nazi 
secrets and technology in the field of 
photography. His name was John Pittman, 
and we met each other at Fred Baldwin’s, 
the most prestigious dealer in London at 
the time. 

“The Baldwin firm had a room we never 
entered but could see through the open 
door—with boxes stacked to the ceiling. 
Representatives of Baldwin’s went to 
every auction in London and would buy 
for collectors as well as their own stock. 
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After sorting over lots they had acted as 
agents to purchase, the rest of the coins 
would go into the room to be put at the 
far end of the pile. When they needed 
stock, the oldest box would be brought 
into the main room. Unopened since it 
was purchased, the box would be used to 
replenish various cabinets. In the mean- 
time, new boxes would be stored away 
for some future year. In 1946 they were 
emptying boxes they had purchased in 
1927 and 1928! 

‘While sorting these boxes they would 
pick out the United States coins I was 
interested in and put them in a separate 
box. Into another were ones that John Pitt- 
man was interested in, and only after John 
had gone through them did I get a chance 
to see them. The same went for my box. 
Only after I had a chance to look through 
them, did John see them.” 

Jim Sloss’ story could undoubtedly go 
on and on, but the present transcript ends 
here. However, those who knew Jim well

Melvin T. Fuld 
ANA 11932 

Melvin T. Fuld, numismatic collector 
and writer, died August 3 in Baltimore. He 
was 86 years old. 

Fuld, a chemist who operated his own 
firm for 40 years, was the organizing pres- 
ident of the Civil War Token Society. Ap- 
pointed to the U.S. Assay Commission in 
1964, he also was a member of the Amer- 
ican Numismatic Society, Middle Atlan- 
tic Numismatic Association and many 
local clubs. Fuld joined the ANA in 1946 
and in 1962 received the Association's 
Medal of Merit. 

Particularly noted in numismatics for 
writing about tokens and medals, Fuld, 
together with his son, George, authored 
numerous articles for The Numismatist. 
In 1951 they contributed “Dix Civil War 
Tokens of 1863” and in 1957 ‘‘Antislavery 
Tokens.” In 1958 ‘““Medallic Memorials to 
Theodore Roosevelt” appeared, as well as 
a feature that ran for several months on 
calendar medals and store cards. 

A regular feature in The Numismatist 
from 1948 to 1971 about tokens was as- 
sembled into a single volume in 1972. 
Fuld, sometimes in collaboration with his 
son, also contributed articles to the Jour- 
nal of the Token and Medal Society and 
Numismatic Scrapbook Magazine. Mel- 
vin and George were awarded Heath Lit- 
erary Awards in 1957 and 1958 tor articles 
appearing in The Numismatist—Medal- 
lic Memorials to Franklin’ and “Medallic 
Memorials to Lafayette.’ 

Fuld is survived by his wite, Carol, and 
son, George.
